EASIER MONEY IN OHIO0OAGO,

More Banks in the Market for Commeraial
Paper—4 Drop in Rates.

CHICAGO; May 19.~An easier condition
of affairs has been manifested among loocal
banks this week. Money rates have dipped
below 5'4 per cent.; going as low as 6 per
cent,, but there has been noticeable re-
luotance on the part of the larger banks
to shade the former figure. In Many cases
banks that are closely loaned have clung
to 5% per cent. as thelr minimum rate and
are still getting 6 per cent. on some classes
of loans.

There was no
reason, they said, why there should be any
oconsiderable decline In prices; but as the busi-
ness would be almost entirely in the hands
of the traders they thought that prices were
likely to swing within narrow limits In re-
sponse to professional operations for small
turns,

Baltimore and Ohio's rise was apparently
designed to counteract the effect of the recent
decline in Pennsylvania resulting from the
revelations at the Interstate Commmerce Com«
utission’'s Inquiry. Pennaylvania practically
controle Baltimore and Ohio and Is influen-
tial In shaping the latter's policy, What
affects Baltimore and Ohio Indirectly affects
Pennaylvania, so that a substantial rise In
the stock of the subordinate might cause
uneasiness among the shorts in the stock
of the parent company. That the rise In
Baltimore and Ohio might appear the more
significant a good many of the buying orders
were given through houses with London
connections, but few If any of those had their
origin on the other side, as the London curb
was practically deserted and no interest
whatever was manifested in Americans.
The reason for giving the movement an ap-
pearance of London support was that the
forelgners were disposed to take the Penn-
sylvania matter much more seriously than
people on this side, and to show an inclina-
tion to awalt the institution of the promised
reforms before taking a bullish interest on
that stock. If it could be made to appear
that their distrust did not extend to Baltl-
more and Ohio the public might soon forget
thelr attitude toward the other company.

What contributed a good deal to the success
of the movement in Baltimore and Ohio was
the fact that there was a fair sized short inter-
est in the stock. Most of this short interest,
however, was technical, as it arose from the
selling of stock against the rights. This Is a
common operation in cases where rights on a
stock can be bought to secure speculators
against the usual risk attending short selling.
Those who thought Baltimore and Ohio was
likely to suffer from having the floating supply
increased through the issue of new stock
bought rights to subscribe to the new issue,
and then sold a corresponding emount of
stock of which they are technically short
pending the Issue of the new certificates for
which the rights entitle them to subscribe.
A short interest of this kind is usually very
stubborn, as, no matter how high the stock
may be forced, the risk of loss is limited by
the purchase of the rights, except in the ex-
treme case of a corper before the new oertifi-
oates are issued.

Distillers Securities was a strong feature
of the industrial list, and there was a good
deal of bullish talk based on the theory that
relatively to National Lead, another 4 per
oent. lssue, the stock was very cheap. Some
traders thought the buylng looked good and
for that reason took hold on the bull side,
but the following secured was very small
There seems to be a pretty general disposition
to await the Senate’s action on the free aloohol
bill before dolng anything in the stock,

The passage of the rate bill by the Senate
had no influence whatever as a market faotor,
exoept that it paved the way for the appro=-
priation bills and the final adjournment of
Congress. Thls, it was said, would probably
ocour about June 8. The payment of ap-
propriations will tend to bring about still
greater ease In the money market, and with
Congress out of the way It is felt that the
market will before long attract a larger share
of publio interest.

The bank statement about met expectations
with a reduction of $2,765,325 in the amount
of surplus ressrve. Loans showed an in-
orease of a little over 815,071,600, partly due
to the return to the banks of the securities
deposited with the SBub-Treasury to secure
the advances made against gold l(mports.

Home markets
are absorbing all the products of steel that
can ba had under present conditions, and
the outlook I8 promising for intense activity
of most of the large mills well into next
year on account of business in hand or soon
to be entered. Business from canning in-
terests is setting in largely to tin plate sellers
and In the same fleld business is heavy from
makers of tinware and roofers. High prices
for various kinds of copper and brass spun
and stamped wares have resulted in heavy
demands for products of like patterns made
of tin plate electroplated with copper or
brasa. Trade in these lines is consuming
a great deal of coke stamping plate

In the English tin plate markets discrimi-
nating buyers are preferring coke and charcoal
plate made from American tin plate bars
from reocent importations, of which several
of the best tin plate makers of Walea have
turned out material which is fetching a better
price than consumers will pay for Welsh plate
made from German steel, which of late has
been running low in grade, so much so that a
great deal of stamping plate has been thrown
back on Welsh makers by Midlands tin plate
stampers.

British and German steel workers have
come to the belief that there Will be little
business for them in steel products for Cali-
fornla.

COPPER, TIN AND LEAD.
Continuously Large Demands for Copper
—Upward Trend of Several Base Metals,

The domestio copper market through the
last week was remarkably active In foreign
demands for lake, electrolytic and casting,
The larger electrical apparatus makers and
wire drawers of Europe covered long ago for
full requirements of American copper. But
a large number of foreign copper and brass
workers who do business in the old fashioned
way of hand to mouth buying of materials
delayed, in the hope that something might
hring down copper to the levels forecasted
by the bear operators on- forelgn metal ex-
changes. In the face of viaible supplies in
Europe, below last year's low water mark,
and pressing demands coming from the
marine engineering and other trades, foreign
metal buyers began to press last week on the
Amerlocan producers for as early deliveries
as were obtalnable, and a great deal of busi-
ness resulted at advances over prices at
which most domestic consumers In a large
way placed contracta before last week. The
home market is holding out in demands in
a way that is astonishing producers. For
high grade copper, to take a fine polish, and
for grades up to 08 per cent. conductivity
the home market is unable to get requisite
supplies for July deliveries. Most of last
week's Important sales were for August and
September shipments,

“Is the man ‘up to it,’ ug to the major
heritage, the man who could, originally, so
inconoeivably, and for a mere mess of pot-
tage, if there ever was one, let it go? I
thf:k it not merely fanciful to say that some
dim, distressful interrogative sound of
that sort frequently reached, in the Wash.
ington air, the restless analyst.”

THE HAUNTS OF THE PENGUINS,

Migrations of These Strange WMirds— How
They Muke Nest and Ralve Young.

Probably on the earth’s surface there |s
no more desolate and forbidding region
than Victoria Land In the Antarctic. It
is absolutely without vegetation, save a
little occasional moss-a rocky, barren, snow
and ice strewn waste. Yet here the pen-
guin (Pygoscelin adeli®) may bhe smaid to
have made its home. o~

Until recent years not much was known
about this bird, but now thanks to hardy
explorers we possesa a prettyfull knowledge
of it, says Frank Moonan in KForest and
Stream. In length (t averages twenty-
nine inches, while its flippers or radimentary
wings are about eight and a half inches.
In color generally it is black above and
snow white beneath, with a black band
around its throat, Its most notice-
able feature is ita jet black eyes set in a
white circle, which give'it a certain sinister
look. Its plumage is of the texture of
scales almost and so close set as to afford
no opening for the cold. Close set indeed
it must be to resist the barbs of the Ant-
arctioc wind.

Bo unfamiliar are penguins with man
that Louis Bernacchi of the S8outhern Cross
expedition states that when he set out to
examine a row of them sitting solemnly
on the ice (this being their normal attitude)
they appeared to be filled witn as muoch
curiosity as he and started to meet him_
half way. When they met the birds showed
not the least sign of fear, but walked
around the explorer, examining him at
all points and then, apparently satisfled,
waddled back to their former position on

the ice.

Before the Antarctlo winter seta in the
penguing migrate from Cape Adan, which
appears to be their favorite haunt.
They do not, however, go north of the

irole, and the wonder is that they go as
ar as they do, seeing they have no win
to oarry them., We may be sure that only
the sternest neoeulit.'{l. otates migration in
their case. About end of October (it
will be remembered, of gourse, that the
Antartic winter oorresponds with our sum-
mer) the migrants begin to return, at first
in small ups or flles; but as the days
advance their numbers grow to the pro-
portions of an invading army. On they
come, waddling over the ioe, erecf and
soldier-like, but in places where the 'snow

ia thick they will fall upon thelr breasts
and use their feet and flippers to propel
them along.

When Cape Adan is reached the wanderers
soatter themselves over ite rugged de-
clivities in their tens of thousands and
prooeed at onoe to nest building. This, it
need hardly be stated, is & very dlng
operation, consisting merely of scratching
a hole in the old guano and surrounding
it with pebbles, These latter, by the way,
are a considerable source of trouble, far
the birds love to steal from one another.
A fight botween the nest building females
is descri as an extremely comical affair,
but when two jealous males set to the busi-
noss beoomes serious and is suggestive
(by reason of the action of the ﬂlpreu) of
no{hlna 80 much as a first class “mill,”

At lor(\iath the eggs (two to each pair) are
laid and the females take to incubating.
Extraordinary to relate, during this pro-
ocess, or fora period of thirty-one days,
absolutely no food is taken but now is fre-
quently consumed. The first young ap-

sear during the second week in December.

hey are quaint, dark, fuffy little creatures
but very greedy and grow rapidly. They
are fed exclusively on feh, cr crustacesrne,
the onl{ food procurable in the Antarctic.
Is it not wonderful to think in this connec-
tion of the sagacity of the male in being
able after returning from a flshing ex-
pedition to identify his own family amid
such a oolona An idea of the size of the
colopy may formed when it is stated
on the best authority, that the din created
by it is like the roar of a vast multitude of

ople.
p?ly? the middle of January nearly all the
young birds have outgrown their downy
coats and been sedu to the water's e
and taught how to s&kn. For three or four
months following they haunt every bay
and headland, usually sitting idly with an
expression of profound sadness. Can
wonder they are sad, seeing they are do
to live amid such scenes? By all acoou?.t.:
the Antarctic in its crude horror of deso
tion simply beggars description.
